Baseball complex breaking ground 
Complex wiil be used by Babe Ruth League and Senior League

people, but for some Sacra 
mento-arca businessmen the 
love baseball is still going 
strong. 

Construction started last 
week for a two-ficld baseball 
complex to be builLatthe south 
end of the Sacramento State 
University campus. 

Members of the Sacramento 
Babe Ruth League and the 
Men's Senior Baseball League 
have joined forces in bringing 
a bascball-only complex to the 
Sacramento area, and it is the 
goal of both leagues to hold a 
future Babe Ruth World Series 
at the complex. 

“The commissioner of Babe 
Ruth has been trying for some 
time to get a complex built 
here,” Babe Ruth District 7 
commissioner Ron Hermann 
said, “The Parks and Recre- 
auon Department of the cily 
doesn't have the funding to 
keep up with all the different 
leagues in the area.”

Cancellation of the 1994 


Hermann’s company , Strike 
Enterprises, is soliciting funds 
from Sacramento area businesses 
and corporations for the $600,000 
complex, which is scheduled to 
open in the spring of 1996. 
Enough money has been raised at 
this point for the ground to be 
leveled and surveying done,

Teamwork is more than just ‘learning the ropes’

All is quiet on the ropes course 
A few hours earlier a group of stu- 
dents, through various rope exer 
crises, learned valuable lessons in 
leadership and team building. Now, 
all that remains is something re- 
sembling a wooden climbing struc 
ture 

The ropes course, run by Peak 
Adventures, an auxiliary of Asso- 
ciated Students Inc. and the Sacra- 
mento State department of recre- 
auion and leisure studies, is notnew 
tothis campus, but has been around 
for the past two years 

Unlized for asenes of exercises, 
the ropes course helps to develop 
support, trust, teamwork and prob- 
lem solving within a particular 
gioup. Several CSUS coaches have 
required their teams to take this 
course to build teamwork accord- 
ing to Kathy Robertson, director ot 
Peak Adventures 

“They seem to think that what 
we do really does help with team- 
work,” Robertson said. 

The ropes course, however, is 
not specifically geared towards 
college students. Students from 
various elementary schools in the 
Sacramento area have come to 
CSUS to take the course 

Both Robertson and Emie Olson, 
a professor of recreation and lei- 
sure studies, have been interested 
in starting a ropes course on the 
CSUS campus for the past ten years 

“Three years ago we got permis- 
sion from the environmental com- 
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mittee to build alow element course 
in the Community Gardens by the 
freeway,” Robertson said. 

The first ropes course, located in 
the Community Gardens next to 
the recycling center, was con- 
structed in 1992. That location, 
however, being next to the free-

way, made it very loud and not 
easily accessible to students. 

A new ropes course was built 
Luis summer on the campus side of 
Alumni Grove near the Children’s 
Center. Construction of the new 
course, which cost nearly $4000, 
was subsidized by Peak Adven- 
tures and the department of recre- 
ation and leisure studies 

Besides funding, the department 
of recreauon and leisure studies 
helped by donating a lot of equip- 
ment for the ropes course. 

This new course is “more on the 
campus, sO it’s more convenient 
for students to get there, it’s per- 
fect,” Robx rtson said. 

Besides being on campus, the 
new ropes course offers both a low 
and high element program, some-

According to Robertson, in the 
low element course (a one day, 
three hour course) the group stays 
close to the ground where the main 
objective is team building, trust, 
communication, and problem solv 
ing 

“We're basically teaching 
people to he!p and support one an- 
other,” Robertson said 

The high element course, which 
takes an additional two to three 
hours, requires the support and 
teamwork learned in the low ele- 
ment course, but also gives people 
the opportunity to take risks and 
confront fears by doing things high 
off the ground, Robertson said 

The cost (for a group of eight to 
30 people) 1s $10 per person for the 
low element course and $15 for 
both the high and low element 
courses 

The ropes course is offered free 
to CSUS students upon instructor 
recommendation, according to 
Robertson 

“ASI is subsidizing that for us

In its true meaning, public educa- 
uion is that which is open to all mem- 
bers of a community. 

But, in reality, public education has 
often been limited to those members of 
tho oublic who are without physical or 
mental disabilities 

Although special education classes 
are provided for students with disabili 
ies, these classes do not usually offer 
those students the chance to interact in 
a natural environment with their peers 
in regular classes 

The Yourig Adult Program at Sac 
ramento State has taken the iniuative to 
include students with disabilities in 
regular college courses 

“The students (enrolled in the pro 
gram) respond really well to people 
their own age,” said Gregg Schmidt, a 
teacher in the program. “They don't 
have the ability to participate in the 
same classes as other students,” he 
said, “but they do what they can.” 

The program came toCS US in 1986 
as part of an effort by the Sacramento

Young adult program picks up 
where public education leaves off 


County Office of Education to give stu 
dents with disabilives greater indepen- 
dence in a less restricuve atmosphere 

Students in the program range in 
age from 18 to 22. They experience 
severe handicaps and disorders such as 
mental retardation, cerebral palsey 
atitrsm and seizure disorder 

Student volunteers at CSUS assist 
students in the Young Adult Program 
by taking them to classes and other 
areas of the campus. This interacuon 
gives students with disabilives the op 
portunity lo expenence vanous com 
munity acuvities they may not nor- 
mally experience 

Volunteers, the majority of which 
are females, benefit from the Young 
Adult Program in a number of ways 

Some education majors enroll in the 
program through EDS 199, a special 
probiems course. These students not 
only receive pracucal expenence for 
potenual careers, they also earn credit 
for the class. Recreation and leisure 
studies majors also take part in the 
program and receive similar benefits 

Although volunteers typically come 
from the education and recreauon and 
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leisure studies departments, Gregg 
Schmidt said,”"We get some from all 
over the place.” 

Volunteers can eam one unit for 30 
hours of work in the program. This boils 
down to about two hours per week. 

Schmidt, who yoanedthe program an 
1990, said some volunteer simply be 
cause of the gratification it brings them 

The volunteers are helpful intha! ey 
give students with disabiliges “a different 
kind of mou vauon,” Schmidt sai’ 

Students in the Young Adi .. Pro- 
gram are given the opportunity to en- 
roll in college classes through the High 
School Concurrent Enrollment Pro- 
gram. Each student has an individual 
educauion program that consists of one 
class in either physical education or art. 

As part of the Young Adult Pro- 
gram, the Community Integration Pro- 
gram has an educational philosophy 
that seeks to accommodate the needs of 
students with disabiliues. The pnn- 
ciples of this philosophy include nor- 
malizalion, age appropriate, partial 
narucipauon and zero reject. 

Nornmahzation means thai every 
one, regardless of disability or skill 
level, has the chance to parucipate in a 
normal routine under normal circum- 
stances. Age appropnate allows stu- 
dents to do the same things others their 
own age are doing. Partial participation 
allows students to perform one or more 
parts of an activity and sull be credited 
for contnibuung. Zero reject permits 


students with severe handicaps to par- 
ucipate in normal school and commu 
nity funcuons through the provision of 
adequate support. 

Students in the Young Adult Pro 
gram can not only work with others in 
the classroom, they also have the oj 
portunity@o interact y th them in social 
and work settings 

Spending ume at such places as the 
game room in the University Union 
the media center in the Library and 
various Campus eatenes allows stu 


atmosphere as their peers 

Vocational training sites on campus 
are provided for stuGents in the program 
as a way of teaching them job skills 
Sorung botdes and paper at the Associ 
ated Students Inc. recycling center is 
one job that is available to students 
They can also work ai the Hornet Book 
store and the Dining Commons at the 
Residence Halls 

Off-campus worksites include the 
Califomia Automobile Association, 
Office Depot and the Sacramento 
County School Office. Before 1993, 
dormitory recreation rooms were used 
as intenm headquarters for the program 
All supphes were kept in moveable cup- 
boards, which were carted around to dif 
ferent areas of campus as necessary 

“We were a very mobile program,’ 
said Schmidt. 

The program now operates out of
